At 
that time an o statement was 
given out that the governor was seek- 
ing a rest. “Few realize the strain 
on Gov. Fuller in the last year,” the 
announcement said, evidently  refer- 
ring to his activities and worries in 
the Sacco and Vanzetti case, 

After a report today that the gov- 
ernor’s whereabouts were unknown 
even to high state officials, and that 
his family was worried, his secretary, 
H. A. MacDonald, issued a denia! of 
this. 

MacDonald said the governor's des- 
tination had not been made public for 
reasons of policy. He avoided. men- 
tioning the state of Gov. Fuller's 
health. 

“No Mystery,” Secretary Says. 

“Gov. Fuller's absence is not at all 
mysterious,” Secretary MacDonald 
said. “He is taking a rest. Every- 
body knows it.” 

For weeks Gov. Fuller worked day 
and night mastering the details of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case. In the closing 
weeks he was at his desk in the state 
house many nights until early mid- 
night. His week-ends, which he likes 
to give to outdoor recreation, were 
taken up entirely by conferences with 
his advisers. When the case was over 
and the two Italians had been exe- 
cuted additional lines on his face be- 
lied the statement that he had not felt 
the strain. 

Ordered Away by Physician. 

It was impossible for him to take a 
jong vacation early in the fall, as 
there was important state business 
pressing for attention. He was even 
more tired by the first of November, 
and it is believed his physician actu- 
ally ordered him to get'‘away and for- 
get about his official responsibilities 
for a few weeks.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[Spe- 
cial.j—Rear Admiral William H. Bul- 
lard, chairman of the Federal Radio 
commission, died suddenly today of 
heart disease at the Naval hospital, 
where he had gone to rest for a slight 
operation. His death came at the 
end of a famous career, 36 years of 
which were spent in the United States 
navy.

BULLETIN. 
Salinas, Cal., Nov. Two 
tanks of the 40th tank company of 
the United States army were loaded 
on trucks here tonight and started 
for Folsom prison. They were in 
command of Capt. FranksEK. Heple 
and were manned by seven men. » 


Folsom Prison, Cal., Nov. 24.—(4)— 
Eight men were dead and twenty-two 
wounded after hours of fighting in 
Folsom state prison, where rioting tw- 
night had settled down into a bitter 
siege between revolting convicts, vari- 
ously estimated to number betwedn 
11,200 and 2,000 desperate men, and 
more than 600 militiamen, deputy sher- 
iffs, and other officers. | 

Two guards and six convicts were 
dead, and three guards, seventeen 
convicts, a police officer; and the war- 
den’s secretary were wounded. Three 
of the wounded convicts are dying. 7 

The casualties among the convicts 
were learned by Dr. L. L. Stanley, 
San Quentin prison physician, Who 
went inside the cell house. Dr. Stan- 
ley, in a message relayed outside, said 
that ricocheting bullets played haveec 
among the rioters. 

Guards Taken Captive. | 

The first outbreak came shortly 

before noon with such speed that five 
guards were taken captive in the’cell 
house and held there tonight unable 
to commilinicate a connectéd account 
of the ‘proteeding. The convicts 
turned upon their guards at a. pre- 
arranged signal, shooting and stab 
bing one to death. Another guard, an 
aged man, dropped dead from excite- 
ment. 

After overwhelming the guards the 
prisoners had planned, those familiar 
with the surroundings said, to make 
a rush for the prison yard and out 
into the hills. One section of the 
prison contains no wall. But the fore- 
sight of the prison officials frustrated 
this plan. They had ordered the key 
to the cell house removed after the 
door had been locked and the prisoners 
were preparing to enjoy a motion pic 
ture as a Thanksgiving day treat. 

The warden’s secretary was shot in 
the hip early in the evening as an at- 
tempt was made to dislodge the men 
by tear gas bombs. The isoners 
answered the bombs with 
striking down the prison officia? and 
grazing the arm of a policeman. J 

Answer Convicts’ Barrage. 

The first open barrage of. the pris 
oners from their barricaded cell house 
‘prought a reply of more than 200 shots 
fired through the windows by the 
deputy sheriffs,

COAST DEFENSE CAN WAIT. 
Maj. Gen. Bdgar J. Jadwin, army chief of engi- 
neers, urges the adoption of a construction pro 
gram for our coast defenses. He points out that 
coast fertification projects already approved have 
been retarded by lack of funda These inciude 
euch important locations as the Panama canal and 
Hawaii, Even proper maintenance of existing 
Coast defenses has been impossible because of 
insufficient appropriations 

As to his facts, Gen.. Jadwin is without doubt 
perfectly correct. More money should be made 
available for coast defense, Certainly it is poor 
policy not to maintain defenses already built, and 
if ts folly to neglect any of defending key 
pesitions, such as the canal and Hawail. Together 
With all advocates of a policy of adequate national 
Getenae, we should be glad to see Gen Jadwin 
What he asks for.

And this is 
something to be considered in a country with sea 
borders so extended as those of the United States. 
Transportation by railroad only partially makes up 
for it. 
The navy and other branches of the army service 
protect not one point alone, but are available to 
protect any portion of the country. It is theoret- 
ically possible, for example, to concentrate all the 
air forces of the country at any given point in the 
United States within forty-eight hours, pérhaps 
less. Is ft, perhaps, not wiser to appropriate 
for these services which offer national rather than 
local protection, since it is certain that every 
branch will not receive all the money it needs? 
Gen, Jadwin, we repeat, is undoubtedly right in 
his facts and justified in his demands. He should 
certainly get what he asks for the Panama canal 
and Hawaii, but an extensive coast defense prob- 
lem should be sidetracked until the other divisions 
of the nationa] defense system have been provided 
for. | 


THE STOCK SHOW. 
Chicago is fortunate in having the International 
Live Stock show each year. We can think of no 
other city which hag so vivid a presentation of 
the chief source of its wealth and greatness. We 
are at the center of the richest and most produc- 
tive farm area in the world. Transportation and 
industry might have made Chicago a large city 
without the help of agriculture, but it is agricul- 
ture which has made Chicago one of the three or 
four world cities, The world looks to Chicago for 
bread and meat. The stock show tells why. 

_ Those who have never seen the show may ven- 
ture to say that it is of no interest to city dwellers. 
We do not pretend that every apartment renter 
will find the show fascinating, but we do say that 
to most men, some women and all normal children 
it is an unusually vivid experience. The animals 
on display are as beautiful as any in a sacrificial 
procession on a Greek frieze. It is well to see 
them and it is well, also, to see the men who own 
and care for them, and hear the talk of acres 
and yields. 

At the stockyards this week the roots of our 
society are on display. Any one who is indifferent 
to the roots which nourish him, or ashamed of 
them, can acquire an education and self-respect 
by visiting the show. That, we believe, is wo 
a few hours of any one’s time. 


MR. HOOVER HAS THE 
FLOOR. 


Experts and pseudo-experts all over the country 
are proposing schemes for controlling the floods in 
the Mississippi. Some of the plans have been put 
forward under distinguished names, but it is prob- 
ably well within the truth to say that most of 
the proposals are the work of cranks with fan- 
tastic notions. Others are the work of self-seekers. 
Some of them want nothing more than personal 
publicity, but many have been unable to disguise 
their desire for federal appropriations solely to 
enhance the value of their own real It 
would be a mistake to put much confidence in any 
of these schemes, 


The country is looking forward confidently to the 
recommendations which are to be made by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover. He saw the flood. He 
approaches the problem of preventing a repetition 
of the damage with the training and intellect of 


experience to guide him. The nation has con- 
fidence in Mr. Hoover's ability to examine the 
problem of flood contro! in its many aspects and 
to devise a practical and economical] solution. The 
prestige of his name will have great weight in 
obtaining from congress the money to start the 
work and annual] appropriations over many years 
to carry the work to completion.

But the other day the news from Washington 
said that seventy-seven private water power de 
velopment projects, in widely geaticred parts of 
the country and involving a prospective total of 
3,300,000 horse power, were under consideration by 
the federal power commission.

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DIARRHOEAL DISORDERS 
SEEM CONQUERED. 


HE diarrhoeal disorders of babies 
which develop during the hot 
weather seem to have been brought 


the deaths from all causes in Chicago 
were due to this disorder, Of course, 
that was a long time ago when life 
Was very crude and records were not 
above reproach. 

Reports similar to that from London 
came from various nations in America 
and Europe. In a recent news letter 
from Berlin, found in tne Journal of 
the American Medica) Association, we 
find this statement: “ Infant mortality 
no longer attains a summer peak, but 
instead, a distinct rise of deaths in win- 
ter in children under one year of age 
is observed.” 

This marked change, as Prof. Schloss- 
man of Dusseldorf has recently brought 
out, is becoming constantly more ap- 
parent. 

The change was pointed out in the 
annual report of the Chicago health de- 
partment in 1918. Some ascribe the in- 
creasing healthiness of babies to the 
more intelligent care by mothers and 
nurses; others, to better milk supplies. 
Still other explanations are the routing 
of horses by automobiles, the décrease 
of flies due to other causes, the eleva- 
tion of standards of living, better health 


department work, and change in bacteria. 


It does not matter if we never learn 
the cause provided the result contin- 
But the quotations from Prof, Schloss 
man reminds us that there are still 
worlds to conquer. Babies are no freer 
from pneumonia, bronchitis and colds 
than they were in the dark ages of 
twenty to fifty years ago. 


The weekly report from the census 
office shows that 1927, up to Sept. 1, was 
the healthiest year in a long time— 
maybe in history. But September, 1927, 
was not quite as healthy as the same 
month in the two preceding years. The 
steady march toward the very bad health 
status of late winter and early spring 
began a little earlier and is proceeding 
a little faster than usual this year. 
In all probability the babies are develop- 
ing colds as well as the adults,

Acts as Protection 
to the Tender Skin 


A correspondent inquires if every 
type of skin requires a foundation 
cream. She has been advised to use 
one, but for years never found itenec- 
essary. 

I do not think that the percentage 
of women who begin their makeup 
with a foundation cream is large. 
The average woman cleanses her face 
with a cream, wipes it off, and lets 
the moisture from it and an astrin- 
gent, perhaps, supply the base for her 
rouge and powder. 

A dry skin would be benefited with 
a surplus bit of cream, however. A 
very oily skin, on the other hand, 
would suffer by adding greasiness to 
the face. Such a type of skin should 
certainly be subjected to an astringent 
treatment after the cream cleansing 
and before the makeup is applied.
